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REMARKS 

Upon entry of the above amendments, claims 40 and 62-81 will be pending as claims 1- 
22 and 57-59 were cancelled in an amendment filed on June 10, 2004 and claims 23-39, 41-56 
and 60-61 are cancelled herein. Applicants reserve the right to pursue subject matter that will no 
longer be pending after the amendment above, and to pursue subject matter that has not yet been 
examined, in a related application. Claim 40 is amended to consistently refer to "one or more" 
pins throughout the claim, and therefore no prohibited new matter has been added. The new 
claims add no new matter as there is basis in the specification throughout and in the claims 
originally filed with the patent application. For example, new claims 62, 63, 64, 65 and 66 find 
basis in claims 41, 42, 43, 60 and 44 as originally filed, respectively. Claims 67-81 find basis in 
the specification throughout, such as on page 1 8, lines 4-7 and page 32, line 14 to page 34, line 8, 
for example. Thus, entry of the claim amendment and new claims is proper. 

Applicants reviewed the requirement for restriction and elect, without traverse, the 
subject matter of Group III, which is directed to a pin tool for use in a sample delivery system 
(claims 40-44 and 60). The new claims depend directly or indirectly from independent claim 40 in 
elected Group III. Formerly pending claims directed to subject matter of Groups I, II, IV, V, VI and 
VII are cancelled herein to facilitate examination on the merits.
